As soon as the crips are m arket­ 
ed financial conditions will be eas­ 
ier, bankers say. 
A great 
many 
farmers have not

liquidated 
theijr spring indebtedness,,and many 
of the country banks have almost 
exhausted their borrowing capacity, 
it was stated. 
On the other hand 
many farmers who are holding their 
wheat or cotton are disposing of 
livestock and in other ways raising 
money to pay off loans obtained 
earlier in the season. 
Although the holding of crops has 
its effect in restricting credits, Ok­ 
lahoma has other natural resources, 
such as oil, and minerals, that yield 
a large and steady revenue, which 
acts as a balance against the with­ 
holding of crops.

express unreserved confidence in the 
federal reserve system to prevent any 
future panic.

Pontotoc county is more nearly 
free of ticks than most of the coun­ 
ties of the state, according to B. C. 
Hansen of Coalgate, who is trans­ 
acting business in this city today. 
Mr. 
Hansen is in 
a position 
to 
speak authoritatively on this sub­ 
ject, being state live stock inspector 
for Pontotoc, Cole 
and 
Johnson 
counties. 
Mr. Hansen says th at when he 
took charge of m atters in this coun­ 
ty a year ago there were thirty 
farm ers 
in 
the county 
who 
had 
stock under quarantine .and today 
all of these cases are cleared up 
with the exception of three, and 
these three are located on the ex­ 
trem e southern edge of the county, 
and the ban will 
soon be lifted 
from them. 
In commenting on the past year's 
activities in tick eradication, Mr. 
Hansen said that the rem arkable 
progress made in this county was 
due largely to the interest taken in 
the m atter by the farm ers, and the 
close and consistent cooperation of 
the county commissioners of Pon­ 
totoc 
county, 
w ithout 
whose 
aid 
the good showing would have been 
practically impossible. 
This record is typical of the pro­ 
gress th at has been made toward 
bettering farm conditions in Pon­ 
totoc county during the last dec­ 
ade.

Some of the finest lead and zinc 
ore ever seen in Oklahoma was 
brought to Ada this morning and 
is now on display at the Evening 
News office. The ore was found by 
a well known farmer of this county 
on his farm only three miles from 
Ada. 
The ore was discovered accident­ 
ally by the owner of the farm and 
was located only three feet below 
the earth’s surface. Quite a quantity 
of the mineral was brought to Ada 
by the discoverer and left on ex­ 
hibition at several different places 
including the Evening News office. 
Men familiar with lead and zinc 
mining in Missouri and Oklahoma 
say that the local product is one of 
the finest specimens they have ever 
seen.. 
The discovery of this mineral ore 
in the vicinity of Ada opens up a 
new 
field 
of 
possibility 
here. 
Whether we have a new field of 
mineral of wide extent or whether 
the quantity of ore is insignificant 
are questions of deep intrest. That 
the ore already found possesses re­ 
markable richness is evident. That 
it has been found at the very sur­ 
face of the earth shows that it can 
be mined at a trivial cost, if it is 
found in any paying quantity. 
At the present time the lead an^ 


aine market in the United States 
is practically dead. The bottom fell 
out of the market at the signing of 
the armistice and has not yet shown 
any signs of recuperation. The ore 
now being used by the American 
mills is Mexican ore, mined 
by 
cheap labor and sold to American 
mills at a price beyond American 
competition. But it is believed that 
an embargo will soon be placed on 
Mexican ore and the American mar­ 
ket revived sufficiently to start min­ 
ing operations in the fields of Miss­ 
ouri and Oklahoma. 
< 
In the meantime a thorough test 
o fthe local situation will undoubt­ 
edly be made at an early date. 
It 
will be known before very long 
whether we have a real field of lead 
and zinc in Pontotoc county or 
whether the ore found is just an 
outcropping of no real value.
